“ Secretary;”) 

After clause 5 insert clause A. — 

A. The approval of the Local Government Board, or of the Chief Provision as 
Secretary, as the case may he, shall not he given to any such ^ Local™ 1 
resolution as aforesaid until the expiration of seven days after the Government 
second puhlication thereof as provided by this Act, and in the 1?oar,i ’ &c ' 
meantime any person qualified to vote at the election of the 
governing body of such district may give notice in writing to 
the Local Government Board, or tire Chief Secretary, objecting 
to such approval.

SCHEDULE I. 



Rules toe taking a Poll. 

1. The presiding officer, for the purpose of talcing the poll, shall 
he the mayor or chairman of the governing body of the district, 
or in case of his absence the chairman of the meeting at which the 
poll was demanded, and ail powers and duties by this Act vested in 
or imposed on the presiding officer, and all other duties requisite 
to be performed by him in relation to such talcing the poll, shall he 
exercised by such mayor or chairman as aforesaid. 

2. If the office of mayor or chairman of the governing body is 
vacant at the time when any such power or duty must be exercised 
or performed, or if the mayor or chairman of the governing body, or 
the chairman of the said meeting, as the case may he, from illness 
oi other sufficient cause, is unable to exercise or perform such 
powers or duties, or is absent or refuses to act, some other person 
shall be appointed by the governing body to exercise or perform 
such powers and duties. 

3. The governing body shall before or during the poll appoint, 
a competent number of persons to assist the presiding officer in 
conducting and completing the same. 

4. The presiding officer shall within three days after the meeting 
at which the poll was demanded, bnt not less than seven days 
before the day appointed for the collection of the voting papers, 
publish a notice signed by him and specifying the date and place 
ot the said meeting, the resolution proposed thereat, the facts that 
a poR was demanded and will lie taken, the day or days on .which 
the voting papers will be delivered, and the day on which they will 
be collected, and the place for the examination and casting up of 
the rotes ; and shall also cause copies of such notice to he affixed 
Olathe usual place or places for affixing notices in the district. 

o. The poll shall he taken by voting papers in the form in 
Schedule II. to this Act; and the presiding officer shall cause 
voting papers m the said form to be prepared, and shall insert 
therein the resolution upon which the poll is to be taken, and the 
date and place of the meeting at which suoli resolution was 
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proposed, and tlie day and time when the voting papers are to be 
collected. 

6. The presiding officer, three days at least before the day of 
collection of the voting papers, shall cause one of such voting 
papers to be delivered, by persons appointed by him for that 
purpose, at the address stated in the register or list for the time 
being of each person qualified to vote at an election of the members 
of the governing body of the district. 

7. Each voter shall write his initials in the voting paper delivered 
to him under the heading “ in favour of ” or “ against,” according 
as he votes for or against the resolution, and shall sign such voting 
paper. 

8. Any voter unable to write shall affix his mark at the foot of 
the vo tin g paper in presence of a witness who shall attest and 
write the name of the voter against the mark, as well as the initials 
of such voter, under the heading “in favour of” or “against, 5 
according as such voter intends to vote for or against the resolution. 

9. The presiding officer shall cause the voting papers to be 
collected on the day of collection by such persons as he may 
appoint. 

10. No voting paper shall be received or admitted unless the 
same has been delivered at the address of the voter as aforesaid, 
nor unless the same is collected by the persons appointed for that 
purpose : Provided that — 

(a.) If any person entitled to receive a voting paper has not 
received a voting paper as aforesaid, he shall, on personal 
application before the day of collection to the presiding 
officer, be entitled to receive a voting paper from him, and 
to fill up the same in his presence, and then and there to 
deliver the same to him : 

(6.) If any voting paper duly delivered has not been collected 
through the default of the presiding officer . or the persons 
appointed to collect the same, the voter in person may 
deliver the same to the presiding officer before twelve 
o’clock at noon on the day appointed for the examination and 
casting up of the votes. 

11. The presiding officer shall on the day immediately following 
the day of the collection of the Toting papers, and on as many days 
immediately succeeding as may he necessary, attend at the place 
appointed for the examination and casting up of the votes, and 
ascertain the validity of the votes by an examination of the register 
or list for the time being of the persons qualified to vote at au 
[396.] A 2 
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election, of the members of the governing body of the district, and 
by examining such persons as he may see fit. He shall cast up 
such of the votes as he finds to be valid, and to have been duly 
given, collected, or received, and shall ascertain the number of such 
votes in favour of and against the adoption of the resolution 
respectively. 

Any three of the persons who demanded the poll may themselves 
attend or appoint an agent to attend the examination and casting 
up of the votes ; any person so attending who obstructs or in any 
way interferes with the examination and casting up of the votes, 
may, by order of the presiding officer, be forthwith removed from 
the place appointed for that purpose, and if so removed, shall not 
be permitted to return. 

12. The presiding officer shall forthwith make and sign a decla- 
ration of the result of the poll, and transmit the same to the Local 
Government Board in Dublin, 

IB. If the presiding officer refuses or neglects to comply with 
any of the provisions of this Schedule relating to the taking of the 
poll, he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty pounds, and 
any person employed for the purpose of the poll, by or under the 
presiding officer, who is guilty of any such neglect or refusal, shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding five pounds, such penalties to 
be recovered in a summary manner. 

14. Any person who — 

Fabricates in whole or in part, or alters, defaces, destroys, 
abstracts, or purloins any voting paper, or 

Personates any person entitled to vote at any poll, or 

Falsely assumes to act in the name or on the behalf of any 
person so entitled to vote, or 

Interferes with the delivery or collection of any voting 
papers, or 

Delivers any voting paper under a false pretence of being 
lawfully authorised so to do, 

shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, or, in the 
discretion of the court, to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for any period not exceeding three months, such offence to 
be prosecuted and penalty to be recovered in a summary manner.
